State Department officials may deny it, but documents 
prove that that department was quite ready to see Formosa 
go to communist Mao tse tung and his crew of vicious mur- 
derers.

Sin is the transgression of the 
law for, sin is lawlessness]. And 


ye know that He was manifested 
to take away our sins; and in 
Him is no sin. Whosoever abideth 
in Him sinneth not: whosoever 
sinneth hath not seen Him, neither 
known Him. Little children, let 
no man deceive you: he that doeth 
righteousness is righteous, even 
as He is righteous. He that com- 
mitteth sin is of the devil: for 
the devil sinneth from the begin- 
ning. For this purpose the Son of 
God was manifested, that He 
might destroy the works of the 
devil. Whosoever is born of God 
doth not commit sin; for His seed 
remaineth in him. and he cannot 
Sin, because he is born of God. 
In this the children of God are 
manifest, and the children, of the 
devil: whosoever doeth not right- 
eousness is not of God, neither he 


that loveth not his brother’’ (vss. 
4-10). 
Let the reader note well two 


points at the outset: 

First, This passage speaks of 
what is characteristically true of 
all who are born of God. It does 
not contemplate any select, ad- 
vanced coterie of Christians who 
have gone on to perfection or ob- 
tained a second blessing. And it 
is folly to argue, as some hard- 
driven controversialists have done 
—in subject alike to Scripture and 
to reason—that only advanced 


. believers, who have attained to 


holiness, are born of God, the 
rest being but begotten! This 
position is not tenable for a mo- 
ment in view of the plain declar- 
ation in the same epistle that 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus 
is the Christ is born of God.”’ 
Second, If the passage proves 
that all sanctified Christians live 
absolutely without | sinning, it 
proves too much, for it also tells 
us that ‘whosoever sinneth hath 
not seen Him, neither known 
Him.” Are the perfectionists pre- 
pared to own that if any of their 
number “lose the blessing’ and 
fall away, it proves that they 
never did know God at all, but 
were hypocrites all the days of 
their” former profession? If un-

willing to take this attitude to- 
ward their failed brethren and to 
place themselves _ in the same cat- 
egory when they fall (as they all 
do eventually), they must logical- 
ly confess that “committeth sin” 
and “sinneth not” are not to be 
taken in an absolute sense, as 
though the one expression were 
“falls into in,” and the other, 
“never commits a sin.” 


A little attention to the open- 
ing verses of chapter 2, whieh 
have already been noticed in our 
previous paper, would deliver from 
radicalism in the understanding 
of the passage now before us. 
There, the possibility of a believer 
failing and sinning is clearly 
taught, and the advocacy of Christ 
presented to keep him from des- 
pair. “If any man sin, we have 
an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous.” No inter- 
pretation of the balance of the 
epistle contradictory -to this clear 
statement can possibly be cor- 
rect. 


John’s epistle is one of sharp 
contrasts. He deals in abstract 
statements. Light and darkness we 
have already seen contrasted. No 
blending of these is hinted at. 
John knows no twilight. Love and 
hatred are similarly contrasted 
throughout the epistle. Lukewarm- 
ness in affection is not here sug- 
gested. All are either cold or hot. 

So it is with sin and right- 
eousness. It is what is character- 
istic that is presented for our 
consideration. ‘The believer is 
characteristically mghteous: he 
does righteousness, and sinneth 
not: that is, the whole bent of his 
life is good; he practises right- 
eousness, and consequently he does 
not practise sin. With the unbe- 
liever the opposite is the case. 
He may do many good acts (if 
we think only of their effect upon 
and his attitude toward his fel- 
lowmen), but his life is character- 
ized by sin. He makes sin a prac- 
tice. In this are manifested who 
are of God, and who are of Satan. 

The essence of sin is—not the 
transgression of the law, but 
“lawlessness.” No scholar ques- 
tions now the incorrectness of 
the Authorized Version here. Sin 
is doing one’s own will—that is 
lawlessness. This was’ what 
marked every man till grace 
reached him. “‘All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we nave turned 
every one to his own way; and 
the Lord hath laid on Him the 
iniquity of us all” (Isa. 53:6). 
He, the sinless One, waS mani- 
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= boy place of real peace in 
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fested to free us from our sins 
—both as to guilt and power. 
“In Him is no sin.” Of none save 
Him could words like these right- 
fully be used. “The prince of 
this world cometh,” He said, “and 
hath nothing in Me.” 

We who have been subdued by 
His grace and won for Himself 
no longer practise sin. To every 
truly converted soul sin is now 
a foreign and hateful thing. 
“Whosoever practiseth sin [literal 
rendering] hath not seen Him, 
neither known Him.” This verse 
must not be lightly passed by. 
It is as absolute as any other 
portion of the passage. No one 
who has ever known Him can 
go On practising sin with indif- 
ference. Backsliding there may 
be—and, alas, often is. But the 
backslider is one under the hand 
of God in government, and He 
loves him too well to permit 
him to continue the practice of 
sin. He uses the rod of discipline; 
and if that be not enough, cuts 
Short his career and leaves the 
case for final settlement at the 
judgment-seat of Christ (I Cor. 
3:15; 11:30-32, and 2 Cor. 5:10).* 

The point of John’s teaching 
is that one who deliberately goes 
on in unrighteousness is not, and 
never has been, a child of God. 
He who is by faith united to the 
Righteous One is himself a right- 
eous man. The one persistently 
practising sin is of the devil, “for 
the devil sinneth from the be- 
ginning’’—the entire course of the 
evil one has been sinful and 
wicked. 


The ninth verse gets down to 
the root of the matter, and should 
make all plain: “Whosoever is 
born of God doth not commit 
[or practise] sin; for His seed 
remaineth in him: and he can- 
not sin for, be sinning], because 
he is born of God.” It is the be- 
liever looked at as characterized 
by the new nature who does not 
sin. True, he still has the old 
carnal, Adamic nature; and if 
controlled by it, he would still 
be sinning continuously. But the 
new nature, imparted when he 
was born again, ‘not of corrupt- 
ible seed, but of incorruptible,” 
is now the controlling factor of 
his life. With this incorruptible 
seed abiding in him, he cannot 
practise sin. He becomes like the 
One whose child he is. 

The doctrine of the two na- 
tures is frequently stated and al- 
ways implied in Scripture. If not 
grasped, the mind must ever be

“This I say then, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the 
lust [or desire] of the flesh. For 
the flesh lusteth [or desireth] 
against the Spirit, end the Spirit 
against the flesh: and these are 
contrary the one to the other; 
so that ye cannot [or might not] 
do the things that ye would.” 
The flesh here is not the body 
of the believer, but the carnal 
nature. It was so designated by 
the Lord Himself when He said 
to Nicodemus: ‘That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh, and

that which is born of the Spirit | 
is spirit.

This is the man who “sinneth not.” 

The nature of the

~-probably the apostle’s own at 
one time—in Romans 7, which 
has already been before us. The 
man therein depicted is undoubt- 
edly a child of God, though many 
have questioned it. Some suppose 
him to be a Jew seeking justi- 
fication by the law. But the sub- 
ject of justification is all taken 
up and settled in the first five 
chapters of the epistle. From 
chapter 6 on, it is deliverance from 
Sin’s power that is the theme. 
Moreover, the man of Romans 7 
“delights in the law of God after 
the inward man.” What uncon- 
verted soul could speak like this? 
The “inward man” is the new na- 
ture. No ristless soul delights 
in what is of God. The “inward 
man” is opposed to “another law 
in my members,” which can only 
be the power of the old nature, 
the flesh. These two are here, 
as in John 3 and in Galatians 
9, placed in sharp contrast.

two natures in me; but still, “how 
to perform that which is good I 
find not.” Mere knowledge does 
not help. I still do the evil I hate, 
and I have no ability to do the 
good I desire. Nevertheless I am 
a long way toward my deliverance 
when I am able to distinguish 
the two laws, or controlling pow- 
ers, of the two natures within 
my being. After the inward man, 
I delight in the holy law of God. 
“But I see another law (or con- 
trolling power) in my members, 
Warring against the law of my 
mind, and bringing me into cap- 
tivity to the law of sin which 
is in my members” (vs. 23). So 
wretched am.I made by repeated 
failure, that I feel like a poor 
prisoner chained to a dead body 
—-which nevertheless has over 
me a terrible control. “O wretched 
man that I am! who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death?” 
This is the cry that brings the 
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help I need. I have been, trying 
to deliver myself. I now realize 
the impossibility of this, and I 
cry for a Deliverer outside my- 
self. In a moment He is revealed 
to my soul, and I see that He 
alone, who saved me at the be- 
ginning, can keep me from sin’s 
power. “I thank God through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” He must 
be my sanctification as well as 
my redemption and my righteous- 
ness. 

In myself, with the mind, or 
the new nature, I serve the law 
of God; but with the flesh, the 
old nature, the law of sin. But 
when I look away from self to 
Christ, I see that there is “no 
condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus. For the law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death” (chap. 8:1, 2). 
I will not therefore struggle to 
be holy. I will look up to the 
blessed Christ of God and walk 
in the Spirit, assured of victory 
while occupied thus with Him 
who. is my all. ‘For what the law 
could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God 
sending His own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh: that 
the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us who walk 
not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit” (vss. 3, 4). 

What a relief it is, after the 
vain effort to eradicate sin from 
the flesh, When I learn that God 
has condemned it in the flesh, 
and will in His own good time 
free me from its presence, when 
at the Lord’s return He shall 
change these vile bodies and make 
them like His own glorious body. 
Then redemption will be com- 
plete. The redemption of my soul 
is past, and in it I rejoice. The 
redemption of my body is yet 
to come, when the Lord Jesus 
returns, and this mortal shall put 
on immortality. 

For the present, walking in the 
Spirit, the believer sins not. His 
life is a righteous one. But he 
needs ever to watch and pray lest 
in a moment of spiritual drowsi- 
ness the old nature be allowed to 
act, and thus his testimony be 
marred and his Lord dishonored. 

I conclude with an illustration 
often used, which may help to 
clear up any difficulty remaining 
as to the truth set forth in I John 
3. A man has an orchard of seed- 
ling oranges. He wishes to grow 
Washington navels instead. He 
therefore decides to graft his 
trees. He cuts off all branches 
close to the parent stem and in- 
serts in each one a piece taken 
from a Washington naval tree. 
The old fruit disappears entire- 
ly, and new fruit is now on the 
trees in keeping with the new na- 
ture of the Washington naval in- 
serted in them. This is a pic- 
ture of conversion. 

A few years roll by and we are 
taken by this gentleman for a 
walk through his orchard. On 
every hand the trees are loaded 
with beautiful golden fruit. “What 
kind of oranges are these?” we 
ask. “These are all Washington 
navels,” is the answer. “Do they 
not bear seedlings now?” we in- 
quire. “No,” is the reply; “a 
grafted tree cannot bear seed- 
lings.’ But even as he speaks 
we catch sight of a small orange 
hanging on a shoot low down on 
the tree. “What is that? is it 
not a seedling?’ we ask. “Ah,”

The late General Booth. founder; 


of the Salvation Army, feared the 
coming of a day when men would 


preach “salvation without regen- 
eration, faith without repentance, 
Heaven without Hell.” That time 


is upon us. In the case of many 
Doctors of Divinity, the D. D. 


might well stand for “Dumb 
Dogs,” tor the Lord in Isaiah 


96:10 says that His watchmen 
who do not warn the people “are 
all dumb dogs, they cannot bark; 
Sleeping, lying down, loving to 
slumber.” Every preacher in the 
land needs again to hear the word 
of God in Isaiah 58:1, “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like 
a trumpet, and shew my people 
their transgression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins.” 

some time ago a minister, leay- 
ing the pulpit of a prominent 
church, announced that he was 
entering the field as a full-time 
evangelist; that he felt there is 
particular need for a _ positive 
evangelism, by which he meant, 
doubtless, an evangelism with no 
don’ts in it, no preaching against 
sin. He had heretofore plainly 


he answers, “I see my man has 
been careless; he has allowed a 
shoot to grow from the old stem, 
and it is of the old nature of the 
tree. I must clip off that shoot;”’ 
and so saying he uses the knife. 
Would any one say he spoke un- 
truthfully when he declared that 
a grafted tree bears Washington 
navals only? Surely not. All 
would understand that he was 
speaking of that which was char- 
acteristic. 

And so it is with the believer. 
Having been born again, the old 
life, for him, is ended. The fruits 
of the flesh he is now ashamed 
of. The old ways he no longer 
walks in. His whole course of 
life is changed. The fruit of the 
Spirit is now manifested, and he 
cannot be sinning, for he is born 
of God. 


But the pruning-knife of self- 
judgment is ever needed. Other- 
wise the old nature will begin to 
manifest itself; for it is no more 
eradicated than is the old nature 
of the seedling tree after having 
been grafted. Hence the need of 
being ever in subjection to the 
word of God and of unsparing 
self-judgment. “Watch and pray 
lest ye enter into temptation.” 

To deny the presence of the 
old nature is but to invite de- 
feat. It would be like the or- 
chardist who refuses to believe 
it possible that seedlings could 
be produced if shoots from the 
old trunk were allowed to grow 
on unchecked. The part of wis- 
dom is to recognize the danger 
of neglecting the use of the prun- 
ing-knife. And so, for the believer, 
it is only folly -to ignore that 
sin dwells in me. To do so is but 
to be deceived, and to expose 
myself to all manner of evil things 
because of my failure to recognize 
my need of daily dependence up- 
on God. Only as I walk in the 
Spirit, looking unto Jesus in a 
self-judged and humble condition 
of soul, will my life be one of 
holiness.

The Bible is against 
sin. The worst atheist who ever 


lived cannot deny that the moral 
code of the Bible is the finest ever 
conceived, and that the Bible is 
against all iniquity. Then the 


preacher who preaches the Bible 


must be against iniquity. Chris- 
tianity is against sin. Every 
preacher necessarily has to be 
|}against sin it he is for God and 
righteousness. How would any 
lost sinner have confidence in a 
preacher who was not definitely

holy life; yet they sometimes are | 


unwuling to suifer the odium and 
criticism that comes on a preacher 
who rebukes sin. Such pastors 
have often wanted an evangelist 
to do what they themselves felt 
unable to do or unwilling to do. 

Other preachers who do not 
have the courage or the conviction 
or the devotion to preach hard 
against sin rationalize and excuse 
their failure. Sometimes they pre- 
tend that love and kindness of 
heart prevent them from preach- 
ing against sin. They do not want 
to ‘hurt their testimony’ by of- 
fending anybody! How much nicer 
such preachers are than Jesus 
Christ Himself, who preached so 
plainly against sin! 

Other preachers, following that 
small modern cult of ultra-dispen- 
sationalists, say that it was 
proper to preach against sin up 
to the time of John the Baptist, 
but that now, in this dispensation, 


there is no need for repentance | ) 


but only faith, no need for preach- 
ing against sin but only preaching 
the grace of God. That position 
is akin to that of the Christian 
Scientists who say that “man is 
the unfallen son of God,” that 
there is no such thing as sin, that 
“sin is only the error of mortal 
mind.” That position is akin also 
to that of the modernists, the lib- 
erals, the Bible-denying ‘nbelie- 
vers who say parents must never 
whip their children, must never 
say no: that repression may cause 
serious complexes, ete. Actually, 
no preacher is truc to God and 
the Bible and his ordination vows, 
not true to his congregation, if 
he does not plainly preach what 
the Bible says about sin and its 
inevitable punishment and conse- 
quences. 

But this question is at the very 
foundation of all human society. 
If a preacher should never say 
don’t, then a parent should never 
say don’t, a teacher should never 
say don’t, a government should 
never say don’t! If the preacher 
should not be against sin, then 
the policeman on the corner ought 
not to be against sin, and America 
ought not to have been against 
Hitler, and God ought not to send 
sinners to Hell! This matter of 
opposing sin, of warning against 
sin, has to do with the duty of 
every person in authority any- 
where. How important then for 
preachers of the Gospel to plainly 
and boldly preach the word of 
God, to “reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all .longsuffering and doc- 
trine’ (II Tim. 4:2).

matter of 
being honest, as representing God, 
and the Bible, and the church, and 
representing his own convictions, 
preacher must _ preach 
against sin. 

Lot down in Sodom would have 
had the respect of the Sodomites 
if he had hated their sin and 
openly denounced them and brok- 
en with them. But when Lot called 
the wicked in Sodom his brethren 
and dwelt among them, compro- 
mising with them, they despised 
him. This world has no confidence 
in any kind of Christianity that 
is not against wrong, against un- 
righteousness, against the bad and 
the wicked things that men and 
women do. 

In Waxahachie, Texas, I 
preached in a large revival cam- 
paign in which hundreds of peo- 
ple were converted. I preached 


| so hard against sin that some pas- 


tors of the city criticized me 
severely. It was during prohibi- 
tion days, and I preached boldly 


| against the grocers who sold malt 


brew, against 
druggists who carried whis- 
and the doctors who pre- 
scribed it to people who were not 
sick. I even collected evidence 
and read the names of bootlegging 


for making home

Yet, though preachers thought I 
was too sensational, drunkards 
flocked to hear me and many were 
saved. One man who had spent 
five years in the state penitentiary 
on a conviction as a bootlegger, 
selling wine to college students, 
sent for me to come to see him. 
He was sick with heart trouble 
and the doctor told him he had 
not long to live. He told me that 
he wanted some preacher who was 
honest and who was against sin 
to come and tell him how to get 
right with God. He was wonder- 
fully saved, and in a few months 
he went home to Heaven, a re- 
deemed sinner. That is an illus- 
tration of the fact that even the 
unconverted, even outrageous sin- 
ners themselves know that a 
preacher ought to be against sin 
and ought to say so. There is a 
fundamental hypocrisy in any man 
who pretends to be for God and 
is not against the Devil, is not 
against sin. 


As a boy, I often attended a 
Methodist church, and I was 
greatly impressed with the soj- 
emn vows that adult converts 
took when they were received into 
membership. They vowed to “re- 
nounce the Devil and all his 
works.” Why should not every- 
body who wants to do right be 
against sin? And why should not

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those who are against sin say so? 
Particularly why should God's 
watchman, God’s spokesman, the 
minister, fail to declare God’s wiil 
on the sin question? Preachers 
ought to preach against sin be- 
cause if they are honest, good men 
of God they are against sin in 
their hearts. The preacher ought 
to speak for God, ought to speak 
for the Bible, ought to speak for 
the church, ought to speak for 
Christianity everywhere, and 
ought to speak for himself in de- 
nouncing sin, which God hates. 


Il. Preachers Must Preach 
Against Sin Or Leave Out 
Part of the Bible! 


The Bible command for preach- 
ers is, “Preach the Word.’ Natu- 
rally the same verse says, “Re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine” (II 
Tim, 4:2). One cannot preach all 
the Word without reproving and 
rebuking. 

Second Timothy 3:16 says, “All 
Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, 
for instruction in righteousness.” 
That verse says that all Scripture 
is given by inspiration, yes; but 
it says much more than that. It 
says that all Scripture is profit- 
able for doctrine, reproof, correc- 
tion and instruction in righteous- 
ness. Every preacher ought to use 
all the Bible. It is all profitable 
for the hearer and should be used 
for reproof and correction, as well 
as for doctrine and instructions, 
says the Word of God. 

That means that the Old Testa- 
ment should be preached as well 
as the New. Remember that 
Christ and the apostles continu- 
ally preached from the Old Testa- 
ment; that was the only Testa- 
ment they had! 

It means that preachers should 
preach law as well as grace. No 
one was ever saved by the law, 
but “the law was our schoolmas- 
ter to bring us unto Christ” -(Gal. 
3:24). The Old Testament has 
grace just as the New Testament 
has; and the New Testament has 
law just as the Old Testament 
has. The Ten Commandments say 
in Exodus 20:15, “Thou shalt not 
steal.” And Paul says in Ephesians 
4:28, “Let him that stole steal no 
more.” The Ten Commandments 
say in Exodus 20:14, ‘““Thou shalt 
not commit adultery.” In the New 
Testament Hebrews 13:4 says. 
“Marriage is honourable in all, 
and the bed undefiled: but whore- 
mongers and adulterers God will 
judge.”” You see that both the Old 
and the New Testaments rebuke 
sin. 

Many Bible teachers gloat over 
the rich teaching of the mysteries 
that had been hid in God until 
revealed in the first three chap- 
ters of Ephesians. But it is a per- 
verted, dishonest Bible teaching 
that emphasizes the first three 
‘chapters of Ephesians and down 
to the seventeenth verse of the 
fourth chapter and then does not 
preach the rest of the book, the 
nearly three chapters with its 
practical application to Christian 
life, particularly denouncing sin. 

There are preachers who are 
hobbyists, preachers who have 
gone off at a tangent, who preach 
“believe,” but do not preach “re- 
pent.” They preach only one side 
of the truth. They preach a muti- 
lated Bible, a one-sided gospel, an 
emasculated message. All the 
Word of God is profitable, and 
all of it ought to be preached and 
taught. 

See how the Bible always deals 
with both sides of this question 
of law and grace, this question 
of damnation and salvation, this 
question of God's love and God's 
wrath. Romans 6:23 says “For 
the wages of sin is death but 
the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.’ 
Every honest preacher’ should 
preach both parts of that verse. 
It is only after one sees that “the 
wages of sin is death” that he 
will be interested in the blessed 
truth that “the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Honest Bible preachers 
must preach both parts. 

The same truth is taught again 
and again in the Bible. “He that 
believeth on him is not con-

demned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already,” says John 
3:18. Preachers should preach the 
condemnation as well as the for- 
giveness. And John 3:36 says, “‘He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” Preachers should preach 
the everlasting life, but they 
should also preach the abiding 
wrath of God on unbelievers. 
Isaiah 55:7 says, “Let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unright- 


eous man his thoughts: and let 
him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abun- 
dantly pardon.” Bible preachers 
ought to preach first the forsaking 
of sin, and then the returning 


to the Lord for mercy and par- 
don. That is the order of the 
preaching in the Bible. It is “law 
and grace.” It is “repentance 
and faith.” I do not mean that 
there are two steps in salvation, 
for there are not. The instant 
one turns from his sin, he turns 
to Christ. Salvation is an instan- 
taneous transaction whereby the 
penitent sinner turns to Christ 
for mercy. But there must be both 
elements in the preaching of the 
Bible preacher. There must be a 
preaching against sin and a 
preaching of the offered mercy 
for sinners. No man can preach or 
teach all the Bible who does not 
teach and preach against sin; who 
does not name and denounce par- 
ticular sins and call for repent- 
ance. . 


lil. Every Preacher Must 
Preach Against Sin Because 
He Is Plainty Commanded 
to Do So! 


Preachers have no right to do 
as they please about this matter 
of what they preach. They must 
preach according to instructions. 
God said to Jonah, “Arise, go to 
Nineveh, that great city, and cry 
against it; for their wickedness 
is come up. before me” (Jonah 
1:2). Jonah rebelled and fled 
away, but he did not get away 
from God. After a harrowing ex- 
perience, Jonah, smelling very 
strongly of fish, heard the word 
of the Lord “the second time, 
saying, Arise, go unto Nineveh, 
that great city, and preach unto 
it the preaching that I bid thee” 
(Jonah 3:1,2). Oh, that every 
preacher would learn the lesson 
that Jonah learned so hardly! 
Preachers are to “Preach... the 
preaching that I bid. thee.” In 
the case of Jonah that meant de- 
nouncing sin in Nineveh and 
prophesying judgment. In the case 
of every other preacher in the 
world it means denouncing sin 
also. For that is the clear teach- 
ing of the Word of God. Repeat- 
edly, preachers are commanded 
to denounce sin. 

Isaiah 58:1 says, “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like 
a trumpet, and shew my people 
their trangression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins.” Here is a 
clear Bible doctrine that it is 
proper to show people their sins, 
to spare not, but to be plain and 
clear and dogmatic in denouncing 
sin and calling people to repent- 
ance. 

Our ultra-dispensational hobby- 
ists reply, “But that is in the Old 
Testament.” Yes, so it is. But 
the God who hated sin in the Old 
Testament hates sin in the New 
Testament just the same. And in 
the three Epistles specially de- 
signed for preachers in the New 


Testament, that is, I Timothy, II 


Timothy, and Titus, there are spe- 
cific directions for preachers to 
denounce sin, to reprove and re- 
buke. 

In I Timothy 5:20 the young 
pastor at Ephesus was command- 
ed by the inspired Apostle Paul, 
“Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear.” Again 
in II Timothy the inStruction that 
preachers are to preach against 
sin is repeated, “Preach the word; 
be instant in season, out of Sea- 
son; reprove, rebuke, exhort with 
all longsuffering and _ doctrine” 
(II Tim. 4:2). Just as certainly 
as preachers are to preach the 
Word, they are to reprove, to 
rebuke, ‘and to exhort, using the 
Word of God for that purpose, 
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And in the letter to Titus, the 
inspired Apostle Paul reminds 
Titus to ordain elders in every 
city, setting up bishops in the 
churches, giving instructions as 
to the life and work of these pas- 
tors. Paul warns Titus, “There 
are many unruly and vain talkers 
and deceivers, specially they of the 
circumcision: Whose mouths must 
be stopped” (Titus 1:10,11). Paul 
reminds Titus that a prophet of 
Crete had said, “The Cretians are 
always liars, evil beasts, slow bel- 
lies. This witness is true. Where- 
fore rebuke them sharply, that 
they: may be sound in the faith” 
(Titus 1:12, 13). It was a neces- 
sary duty.to_ rebuke the unruly, 
the vain talkers, the deceivers, 
the lovers of filthy lucre, the 
liars, evil beasts and slow bel- 
lies of Crete! The implication is 
unescapable. All Bible preachers 
are commanded to rebuke sin 
sharply in order that people may 
be sound in the faith and true 
to the faith. 

A preacher who does not de- 
nounce sin, does not. preach 
against it, does not cry out for 
righteousness and demand re- 
pentance, does not obey his orders 
as clearly written in the Bible. 


IV. Preachers Should Follow 
the Example of Bible 
Preachers in Denouncing 

Sin 
Bible preachers preached 
against sin. The prophets of the 

Old Testament, the apostles and 

preachers of the New Testament, 

even. Jesus Christ Himself, 
preached boldly and _ definitely

and other institutions. Many who can’t 
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with their heart, and convert, and 
be healed” (Isa. 6:9, 10). He 
was to preach to people whose 
hearts were hard and would not 
heed, and many of whom would 
not understand nor ever be con- 
verted. So the book of Isaiah 
starts out with rebuke. In the 
very first chapter of Isaiah we 
quote verses 2 to 15 as a sample 
of Bible preaching ayainst sin: 
“Hear, O heavens, and give ear, 
© earth: for the Lord hath spo- 
ken, I have nourished and brought 
up children, and they have rebel- 
led against me. The ox knoweth 
his owner, and the ass his mas- 
ter’s crib: but Israel doth not 
know, my people doth not con- 
sider. Ah sinful nation, a people 
Jaden with iniquity, a seed of evil- 
doers, children that are corrup- 
ters: they have forsaken the. Lord, 
they have provoked the Holy One 
of Israel unto anger, they are 
gone away backward. Why should 
ye be stricken any more? ye will 
revolt more and more: the whole 
head is sick, and the whole heart 
faint. From the sole of the foot 
even unto the head there is no 
soundness in it; but wounds, and 
bruises, and putrifying sores: they 
have not been closed, neither 
bound up, neither mollified with 
ointment. Your country is deso- 
Jate, your cities are burned with 
fire: your land, strangers devour 
it in your.presence, and it is deso- 
late, as overthrown by strangers. 
And the daughter of Zion is left 
as a cottage in a vineyard, as a 
lodge in a garden of cucumbers, as 
a besieged city. Except the Lord of 
hosts had left unto us a very small 
remnant, we should have been as 
Sodom, and we should have been 
like unto Gomorrah. Hear the 
word of the Lord, ye rulers of 
Sodom; give ear unto the law of 
our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 
To what purpose is the multitude 
of your sacrifices unto me? saith 
the Lord: I am full of the burnt 
offerings of rams, and the fat of 
fed beasts;,and I delight not in the 
blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or 
of he goats. When ye come to 
appear before me, who hath re- 
quired this at your hand, to tread 
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my courts? Bring no more vain 
oblations; incense is an abomina- 
tion unto me; the new moons and 
sabbaths, the calling of assemblies, 
I cannot away with; it is iniquity, 
even the solemn meeting. Your 
new moons and your appointed 
feasts my soul hateth: they are 
a trouble unto me; I am weary to 
bear them. And when ye spread 
forth your hands, J] will hide mine 
eyes from you: yea, when ye make 
many prayers, I will not hear: 
your hands are full of blood.” 


The book of Isaiah has so much 
of the plan of salvation, so much 
of God’s mercy, so much of tender 
invitation, that it is called ‘the 
Gospel of the Old Testament.” Yet 
isaiah denounces drunkenness and 
drink like Billy Sunday; Jike my 
friend Sam Morris of the “Voice 
of Temperance” broadcast! He 
said: “Woe unto them that rise 
up early in the morning, that thev 
may follow strong drink; that con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflame 
them!” (Isa. 5:11). Again he said: 
“But they also have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink 
are out of the way; the priest 
and the prophet have erred 
through strong drink, they are 
swallowed up of wine, they are out 
of the way through strong drink; 
they err in vision, they stumble 
‘in judgment” (Isa. 28:7). 


Isaiah preached frequently about 
Hell: “Therefore hell hath enlarged 
herself, and opened her mouth 
without measure: and their glory, 
and their multitude, and their 
pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall 
descend into it” (Isa. 5:14). Isaiah 
preached: “Judgment also will 
I lay to the line, and righteous- 
ness to the plummet: and the hail 
shall sweep away the refuge of 
lies, and the waters shall over- 
flow the hiding place. And your 
covenant with death shall be dis- 
annulled, and your agreement with 
hell shall not stand” (Isa. 28:17, 
18). 


In chapter five Isaiah pro- 
nounced six woes upon Israel, in- 
cluding those mighty to drink 
wine. 


Isaiah even dealt boldly with 
women’s dress: “Their tinkling 
ornaments about their feet, and 
their cauls, and their round tires 
like the moon, the chains, and the 
bracelets, and the mufflers, The 
bonnets, and the ornaments of the 
legs, and the headbands, and the 


tablets, and the earrings, The 
rings, and nose jewels, The 
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changeable. suits of apparel, and 
the mantles, and the wimples, and 
the crisping pins, The glasses, and 
the fine linen, and the hoods, and 
the vails” (Isa. 3:18-23). 

We have used Isaiah as an ex- 
ample, but Ezekiel, Hosea, Amos. 
and Malachi preached the same 
way. Moses was stronger yet 
against sin, and Elijah not only 
preached against sin, but had four 
hundred fifty prophets of Baal 
killed! 

New Testament preachers were 
as vigorous in denunciation of sin 
and in calling people to repent- 
ance as those of the Old Testa- 
ment. John the Baptist, the fore- 
runner of the Lord Jesus, is a fit 
example. John the Baptist was 
introduced with the words, ‘The 
beginning of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ” (Mark 1:1). John the 
Baptist’s favorite sermon was on 
the theme, “Repent ve: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
Throngs, multitudes of people, 
came from the city out to the 
wilderness of Judea where they 
heard him preach and were bap- 
tized, “confessing their sins” 
(Matt. 3:6). When the scribes 
and Pharisees, the self-righteous 
churchmen of the day .who had 
not been converted, came to be 
baptized, he said: “O generation 
of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come? 
Bring forth therefore fruits meet 
for repentance” (Matt. 3:7, 8). 
John told publicans and soldiers 
what to do, commanded all people 
in the church and out to repent. 


His preaching was as personal 
as it was bold. He went to King 
Herod, the adulterer living with 
his own sister-in-law, and said, 
“It is not lawful for thee to have 
her” (Matt. 14:4). For this bold- 
Pness John eventually lost his head, 
for the wicked woman, Herodias, 
demanded that John’s head be 
chopped off and given to her in 
a platter. And it was done. 

But the preaching of John the 
Baptist pleased Jesus very well, 
for Jesus said, “Verily I say unto 
you, Among them that are born 
of woman there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist” 
(Matt. 11:11). 

Was John the Baptist a proper 
model for New Testament preach- 
ers? He certainly was! He was 
the forerunner of Christ, announc- 
ing the new covenant; and he 
preached always the same preach- 
ing that Jesus preached. For ex- 
ample, some foolish dispensational- 
ists have supposed that John the 
Baptist when he commanded men 
to repent had a different gospel 
from that preached by Jesus. But 
Jesus also commanded men, “Re- 


is at hand” in the same words 
used by John the Baptist (Matt. 
4:17). And is this command to re- 
pent, this preaching against sin 
and demanding a turning from sin 
—is this preaching incompatible 
with the gospel of grace? Not at 
all, for John the Baptist preached 
the purest possible doctrine of sal- 
vation by faith in Christ. He said, 
“He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believ- 
eth not the Son shall not see life, 
but the wrath of God abideth on 
him” (John 3:36). 

Remember, these are the words 
of John the Baptist, and they 
match exactly with John 3:16; 
John 3:18; John 5:24; John 6:47, 
and other sayings of the Lord 
Jesds. I say, John the Baptist, a 
preacher of grace, was a denoun- 
cer of sin. He was pointed and 
powerful, bold, and sometimes 
personal, in his denunciation of 
sin. What an example for preach-

Stephen stood and denounced 
his Jewish kinspeople to their 
laces until they ran upon him, 
gnashed upon him with thei 
teeth, and beat him to death with 
stones! 

And what a preacher against 
Sin was Paul the apostle! At the 
very start ot his missionary jour- 
ney he faced Elymas the sorcerer 
who opposed the gospel and said 
to him, “O full of all subtility and 
all mischief, thou child of 
devil, thou enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to per- 
vert the right ways of the Lord?” 
(Acts 13:10). And boldly Paul 
called upon God to make the men 
blind. This was an public, and 
the deputy of the country, Sergius 
Paulus, was converted as he saw 
what happened! Paul preached 
against the Judaizers and their 
command to circumcise. He re- 
buked even the Apostle Peter to 
his face, when Peter was embhar- 
rassed to eat with Gentile Chris- 
tians in the presence of Jews (Gal. 
2:11). Paul preached against such 
particular sins as the reading of 
books on magic and books on 
spiritism until those who were 
guilty brought their books and had 
a $50,000 bonfire (Acts 19:19). 


Read the epistles of Paul. He 
preached against adultery, against 
drunkenness, against covetousness, 
against stealing, against lying, 
even against foolish talking and 
jesting! He named every sin in 
the catalog again and again and 
denounced it! (See Ephesians, 
chapters 4 and 5. See I Corinthians 
6:9-11 and _ selected passages 
throughout the Epistles.) Paul 
preached plainly to the women on 
the question of bobbed hair (I 
Cor. 11:1-16): on the question of 
plaiting the hair, wearing of jew- 
elry, modest apparel. 

Paul was definite and personal 


in his preaching. He denounced 
a man living with his father’s 


wife at Corinth, had him expelled 
from the church till he should re- 
pent. He named the two women 
at Philippi who were quarreling 
and begged them to “be of the 
Same mind in the Lord” (Phil. 
4:2). Those who do_not preach 
against sin do not follow the ex- 
ample of the Apostle Paul. 
one ever doubted on what

No other preacher in the Bible 
ever mentioned Hell as often as 
did Jesus. The name of the place

Sin and Hell 
and judgment were ever in His 
mind as He called on men to re- 
pent and be saved. Oh, that we 


might be like Jesus Christ in our 
denunciation of sin from the pul- 
pit and of our hatred of it in 
private! Oh, that we might hate 
even our own sins and with teers 
of penitence, forsake them! 

VY. Preaching Against Sin 
Brings Revival and the 
Conversion of Sinners

victed of their sins. Jesus said, 
“They that be whole need not a 
physician, but they that are sick.” 
Until a man knows he is sick, he 
does not feel the need of a physi- 
cian. A preacher friend said, “You 
have to get people lost before you 
can get them saved.” 

It pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save men, we 
are told. Preaching what? “‘Preach 
the Word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, @x- 
hort 
doctrine” (II Tim. 4:2). Just pre- 
ceding that, II Timothy 3:16 says, 
“All scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteous- 
ness.”” The two passages of Scrip- 
ture here quoted are separated 
only by a verse or two, though 
they are in different chapters. The 
clear Bible teaching is that all 
Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God and that we should preach 
the whole Word of God in order 
to teach God’s people and to save 
souls. 

One of the principle works of 
the Holy Spirit is to reprove. 
John 16:8-11 savs: “And when he 
is come, he will reprove the world 


of sin, and of righteousness, and 
of judgment: Of sin, because they

more plainly than Jesus when He 
pronounced the seven woes upon 
the scribes and Pharisees: ‘Woe 
unto you scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites!” He denounced them 
for covetousness, for hypocrisy, 
for seizing the homesteads of wid- 
ows, for the kind of church mem- 
bership without regeneration, for 
enslaving the minds of men and 
leading them to destruction! He 
called them snakes, vipers, “blind 
leaders of the blind.” 

And Jesus was as sharp with 
unrepentant sinners in other cases. 
He made a whip and drove the 
moneychangers from the temple. 
He deliberately turned over the 


tables, scattering the coins every- 


where. He called them “a den of 
thieves!”’ Jesus said to some of His 
hearers, “Ye are of your ‘father, 
the devil, and his works ye will 
do.” Even when Peter, chief of 
the apostles, tempted Jesus not 
to go to the cross, Jesus said, 


“Get thee behind me, Satan: thou,

art an offence unto me.” And 
when Jesus talked to the woman 


at the well of Samaria, He point-| 


edly told her that He knew she 
had been married five times and 
was living in sin with a man to

You see, the 
Holy Spirit’s business is to reprove 
the world concerning sin and con- 
cerning righteousness and con- 
cerning judgment. If the work of 
the Holy Spirit is reproof, then 
the work of every Spirit-filled 
preacher is reproof. 

The Word of God and the Holy 
Spirit are connected in this work 
of reproving sin. Preachers are to 
“Reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine” when 
they preach- the Word, says 
II Timothy 4:2. The Word of God 
is “the sword of the Spirit” (Eph. 
6:17). No sinner can repent of his 
sins and trust Christ until the 
Holy Spirit calls him, and the 
Holy Spirit calls him by reproving 
him of his sin, making him con- 
sciously guilty. 
cannot be 
repentance. It is 
true that, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life” 
(John 3:36). 1t is true, as Paul and 
Silas promised the jailor, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.’” One who puts his 
trust in Christ as Saviour is saved, 
forgiven, has everlasting life. But 
actually a certain attitude of heart 
is absolutely necessary before one 
ean trust Christ for salvation. It

Word of God, verbally inspired in 
the original manuscripts, infalli- 
bly correct and without error. We 
believe the Bible has the right 
answer on every question. We be- 
lieve the Bible, miracles and all. 
We believe the Bible as the only 
proper guide in doctrine, and the 
only proper guide in practical liv- 
ing. And let it be understood here, 
once and for all, that we are 
against the people who are 
against the Bible. We do not be- 
lieve in any kind of Christian fel- 
lowship that is not based upon 
adherence to the Word of God. 
We believe that the modernist 
who denies the inspiration and 
the infallible accuracy of the 
Bible is wrong. We doubt if he is 
a Christian. We do not believe 
that the infidel .who denies the 
Bible ought to be called a scho- 
larly Christian; we think he 
ought to be called a rebellious 
and wicked sinner. Let everybody 
who reads THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp know that we are going to 
continue our fight for the infalli- 
ble Word of God. 


Second, we take our stand for 
Jesus Christ. He is God in the 
flesh. He was born of a virgin. 
He rose from the dead bodily. He 
lives at the right hand of the 
Father to intercede for us now. 
One day He will return, as He 
promised. We believe Christ is 
the only Saviour, and_e that 
through His blood we have for- 
giveness of sins and a new heart. 
We have no patience with any- 
body who does not accept Christ 
as all He claimed to be—the vir- 
gin-born Son of God. We do not 
even regard one as a Christian 
who does not believe that Christ 


is all He claimed to be. We will 
have no fellowship with such in-| 
fidels. We will pray for them as 
sinners, but we will not shake 
hands with them as brothers. On- 
ly those are Christians who have 


come to God through personal 
faith in Jesus Christ. 
And we believe that Jesus 


Christ is the Lord, the absolute 
Boss for the Christian. We intend 
to please Him if we offend every- 
body else in the world. Jesus 
Christ is the Lord of the tithe; 
He is the Lord of the life; He is 
‘the Lord of+the will; He is the 
Lord who gives the orders. We 
expect to teach Christians to put 
Jesus Christ first all the time. 
Christ is before denominations; 
Christ is before preachers; Chrisi 
is before loved ones; Christ is be- 
fore jobs; Christ is before the 
opinions of men. We want to live 
and teach this truth of the Lord- 
ship of Jesus Christ for every 
born-again believer. 

Third, we believe that Chris- 
tians should live a separated, holy 
life, that Christians should be 
clean. That is why we urge 
Christians to leave the commer- 
cialized and lewd picture shows. 
On this we got our first great 
convictions through Dr. L. R. 
scarborough in Southwestern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, and 
they have been strengthened 
through the years. We believe that 
Christians should avoid lewdness 
and worldliness, and we say so. 
We believe in Christian happi- 
ness, but we do not believe in 
Christian compromise of morality. 
We are against Christians join- 
ing in with unbelievers in lodges 
and taking the bloody and wicked 
oaths forbidden in the Bible. On 
this matter we follow D. L. 
Moody, R. A. Torrey, James M. 
Gray, Charles G. Finney, and our. 
,old professor in Southwestern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Dr. 
Jeff D. Ray, who first called the 
matter to our attention. We be- 
lieve that Christ must be first, 
and that any yoke which com- 
promises a Christian’s attachment 
to Christ ought to, be broken. We 
believe that Christians should be 
narrow enough to be respected 
and trusted as new-born crea- 
tures. They should be happy, they 
should be neighborly, they should 
enjoy life, but they should do it 


er eating or drinking or working 
‘jor playing, they should do all to 
the glory of God. 

Fourth, we believe that soul 
winning is the main business for 
every Christian. We believe that 
formal, religious services with no 
passion, no burden, no tears, no 
. urgent invitation to sinners to 


Christians out to win souls, is not 
Bible Christianity. We _ believe 
that Jesus Christ died to save 
sinners, that the Great Commis- 
sion commands every Christian to 
win souls. That means that we 
are for evangelism, we are for 
revivals, we are for personal soul 
winning. We will take our stand 
plainly in opposition to all who 
fight evangelists and fight evan- 
gelism. 

Fifth, THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
is for Christian brotherhood. We 
are not for brotherhood with in- 
fidels, not for. brotherhood with 
those who will not accept Christ 
as Saviour. But we are for 
brotherliness with all who sin- 
cerely believe in the Book and 
the Blood. Out-and-out Christians 
who love Jesus Christ, who love 
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sacrifice and unceasing years of 
toil. We believe that every Chris- 
tian in the world ought to be as 
true to convictions as we try to 
be. Now we call on every reader 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD to take 
sides. 


If you are for the things THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD is trying to

With the Psal-| 
mist David, we cry out, “I am a 
companion of all them that fear | 
thee, and of them that keep thy | 
precepts” (Psa.

LorRD. We believe the blessed hope 
of Christ’s personal, bodily return 
to earth is taught in the Scrip-| 
tures, and we feel sorry for those | 
who do not have an understand- | 
ing of this precious truth. Yet we | 
will not break fellowship with 
those who are true to the blood 
of Christ, His atoning death, and 
the other great fundamentals of | 
the faith, if they do not fully 
agree with us about whether the 
Second Coming is to be premillen- 
nial or not. THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp is frankly inter-denomina- 
tional, or undenominational, in 
this sense—that we want to be 
brothers with everybody who is 
out-and-out for Jesus Christ and 
the Bible. That does not include 
modernists of any denomination. 
That does not include false cults 
like Christian Scientists, who deny 
the fact of sin, deny the deity of 
Jesus Christ, deny the need for 
regeneration. But we are for 
orthodox Christians whatever | 
their denominational name, if. 
they are out-and-out for the 
great fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith.

say plainly what we think ought 
to be said.

We are for 
brotherhood with all truly born- 
again, out-and-out Christians who 
take their stand for the Bible, and 
for the Christ of the Bible and 
for soul winning.

But if| 
you invest time and money and/§ 
tears and influence and sacrifice | 
in a cause, then one has a right | 
you are sincere. A 
Christian is commanded to “show 
your faith by your works.”

Why Preach Against Sin? 


(Continued from page 7) 
salvation while deliberately, cor- 
sciously holding on to one’s sin. 
One cannot turn to Christ without 
turning away from sin. One cannot 
love God without hating the Devil. 
One cannot hunger and thirst 
after righteousness without in 
some sense renouncing wickedness. 
You see, there is a great moral 
issue involved when one turns to 
Christ. So repentance is a part of 
the same turning, a part of the 
same believing, a part of the same 
coming to Christ. 


Let us illustrate it simply. When 
a man goes from one room to 
another, you may speak of his 
leaving the first room or of his 
entering the second room. Actual- 
ly, he does both at the same time. 
Leaving the old room is repent- 
ance; entering the new room is 
faith. Turning the heart from sin 
is repentance; turning the heart 
to Christ is faith. These are the 
two sides of the same truth, two 
views of the same transaction in 
the heart. 

When I say that one cannot be 
saved without repenting of sin, I 
am not thinking so much about 
individual action as I am about 
a heart attitude. I do not say that 
no one is ever saved until he has 
conquered every temptation and 
won the victory over every habit 
of sin. No, that would not be true. 
People are genuinely saved often- 
times who yet find they must re- 


sist and overcome and break down 
the habits of evil that still tempt 
them. But in the heart one who | 
turns to Christ certainly turns! 
from the love of sin, 


Jesus. 


preached by John the 
was preached by Jesus in Matthew 
4:17. It was preached by the Lord 
Jesus also in Luke 13:3, 5. It was 
preached by Paul the apostle at 


Athens in Acts 17:30. No one is 
ever saved without repentance. 


And to say the same truth another 
way, no one is ever saved without 
hating his sin and -consciously 
turning his heart away from sin, 
toward Christ and righteousness. 

Some very shallow Christians, 
some preachers who ride the doc- 
trine of grace as a hobby, do not 
believe that God now commands 
sinners to repent. They leave the 
impression that accepting Christ 
and trusting Him is merely an ab- 
stract matter of saying yes with- 
out any fundamental change in 
heart attitude. Actually, the heart 
attitude in repentance is as revolu- 
tionary as a divorce, and the 
acceptance of Christ, in faith, is as 
revolutionary as a marriage. Let 
us say that repentance represents 
a divorce from the Devil and faith 
represents a marriage to Christ. 
But the divorce and remarriage 
both take place in the heart in an 
instant when one repents of his 
sins and turns to Christ. 

Why would a sinner want Christ 
if he were not conscious of his sin, 
did not feel the need of a Saviour? 
Why should a sinner do anything 
to get to Heaven if he does not 
believe there is a Hell? A Sinner 
who does not hear that “‘the wages 
of sin is death” will not be inter- 
ested to hear that “the gift of 
God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” A sinner who is 
not taught, “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts” will not be in- 
terested in the command, “... ang 
let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and 
to our God, for he will abundantly 
pardon” (Isa. 55:7). God’s plan 
is, preach on sin to show the hate-

fulness, the wickedness of sin; to 
show its horrible results and its 
inevitable end. Then preach on 
salvation by the blood to show 
God’s remedy for sin. 

I do not mean that salvation in- 
volves a long period of mourning. 
I know better than that. The in- 
stant a sinner turns to Christ in 
faith, he is already saved, hag 
everlasting life. I do not mean that 
necessarily a sinner must be on 
his knees, or be shedding tears, 
when he is saved. A sinner cer- 
tainly needs to be on his knees 
in his heart and the penitence 
which tears may outwardly repre- 
sent certainly has to be in the 
heart when one turns to Christ. 
And I say unto you that unless 
there is preaching against sin, 
there will be little of genuine re- 
pentance and few people will be 
saved. Until sin is made hateful, 
Christ is not made loveable and 
desirable. Until a man sees him- 
self a great sinner, he does not 
see Christ as a great Saviour. 
Until a man learns to fear Hell, 
he does not learn to long for 
Heaven. 

Many have laughed at the late 
Sam Jones, Methodist evangelist, 
who preached that repentance 
meant, “Quit your meanness.” 
Well, it is true that repentance 
means more than that. But it does 
mean that at least! Any Christian- 


ity, so-called, which does not 
involve. an honest turning away 
from sin to righteousness will 
only have the scorn of the unbe- 
lieving world. The moral con- 
sciences of unconverted men take 
sides with the preacher who 


preaches against sin. The Word of 
God, the warning of the preacher, 
the Holy Spirit, and the moral 
law written in the conscience of 
a sinner all combine to bring him 
to repentance when the Word of 
God is preached against sin, show- 
ing Christ as a Saviour. 

Down through the centuries all 
great revivals have sprung from 
a deep-seated consciousness of sin. 

When the remnant of Israel 
went back to Jerusalem under 
Nehemiah and the people gathered 
in the street that was before the 
water gate, Ezra the _ scribe 
brought the Book of the Law of 
Moses before the congregation, 
“And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water 
gate from the morning until mid- 
day. before the men and the 
women, and those that could un- 
derstand: and the ears of all the 
people were attentive unto the 
book of the law’’ (Neh. 8:3). “Se 
they read in the boox in the law 
of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to under- 
stand the reading” (Neh. 8:8). 
Nehemiah had to plead with the 
people not to weep nor mourn be- 
cause it was a holy day. But the 
second day they came again “unto 
Ezra the scribe, even to under- 
stand the words of the law.” Seven 
days this reading and teaching of 
the Law, the Old Testament, 
continued. Then “the children of 
Israel were assembled with fast- 
ing, and with sackclothes, and 
earth upon them.” The children of 
Israel confessed their sins and ini- 
quities. A fourth part of the day 
they read in the Book of the Law 
and a fourth part of the day they 
confessed and worshipped the Lor@ 
God. What a revival they had? 
And it came from reading the Ol@ 
Testament -Law, the “thou shalt 
nots” of the Word of God. That 
preaching and explaining against 
sin resulted in repentance and 
revival. 

How many times in the experi- 
ence of Moses and the children of 
Israel was the nation saved 
from destruction at the hand of 
an angry God, when Moses re- 
buked the people for their sins and 
punished the sinners, and the re- 
mainder of the people were led to 
repent and seek the Lord 
mercy! 

The people of Nineveh heard the 
Word of the Lord as preached by 
the mouth of Jonah, “Yet forty 
days, and Nineveh shall be over- 
thrown!” (Jonah 3:4). The King 
of Nineveh rose from his throne, 
put on sackcloth and ashes, made 
a proclamation

And 
now, they are standing beyond 
the Jordan, ready for the crossing 
: into the land of promise. 

Highway 52 is a new road. It is 
an uncertain way and to many of 
you it seems to hold many perils. 
In a general way we know what

even as we continue to watch 
for Him. 


The way ahead demands the fol- 
lowing: 


First, separation. Israel could 
not linger with heathen people. 
They had to separate themselves 
for the task which God had given 
to them. So it is with us. We must 
be separated from the world and 
from the flesh. Idols must be cast 
down. We must take our stand 
wholly on the side of our Lord. 
This is the Word of God to us: 

“Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, And will be a Father unto

We can- 
not follow the steps of our Lord 
unless we are willing to give up 
for Him. Christ said, “And he that 
taketh not his cross, and follow- 
eth after me, is not worthy of me. 
He that findeth his life shall lose 
it: and he that loseth his life for 
my sake shall find it’—Matt. 10: 
38, 39). 


Fourth, service. Very clearly our 
Lord said regarding our lives and 


we will face along this new way. 
There will be joys and sorrows, 
victories and defeats, adversities 


that the new way will not be free 
of trouble. “Man is born unto 
trouble as the sparks fly upward.” 
“The whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth together in pain until 
now.” 

Yes, generally we know what 
will be ahead, but specifically for 
each individual] life, we do not 
know. It is better that we do not. 
This we do know, that new experi- 
ences demand new strength, new 
illumination, and new aid. In the 
Christian life, we should always 
be climbing to higher ground, en- 


on to victory. This means that we 
must rest in the Lord and depend 
wholly on Him along the new 
highway. 
| Be not afraid of the new way. 
| If God is your Father ‘and Christ 
is your Saviour, you have nothing 
to fear. Let us move forward with 
confidence, believing in God with 
all our hearts.

The road ahead is a safe road, 
for He is our helper. “Fear thou 
not; for I am with thee: be not 
dismayed; for I am thy God: I 
will strengthen thee; yea, I will 
help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my right- 
eousness” (Isa, 41:10). The writer 
of Hebrews said, “So that we may 
boldly say, The Lord is my helper, 
and I will not fear what man 
shall do unto me” (Heb. 13:6). 
The road ahead is a safe way, 
for He is our defender. Moses told 
the people of Israel to stand still 
and see the salvation of the Lord 
on that momentous day when the 
Egyptians pursued them, and the 
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Red Sea was ahead of them. He 
said, “The. Lord shall fight for 
you, and ye shall hold your peace.” 


The road ahead is a safe way, 
for He is our provider. “But my 
God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19). Here 
is also the promise of our Lord, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you” (Matt. 6:33). 

The road ahead is a safe road, 
for he is our refuge. There are 
times When we must have a refuge 
from the storms of this life. “God 
is our refuge and strength, a very 
present help in trouble” (Psa. 
46:1). 

The road ahead is a safe way 
when He is our Saviour. What do 
we thhave to fear when Christ is 
with us? Nothing can separate us 
from His love, and all things are 
held in the-hand of His power. 
He is the resurrection and the life. 
He conquered death for us. We 
have nothing to fear. 

But, oh, what a dangerous way 
is the road ahead for those who 
try to travel alone! With all ear- 
nestness, I warn you, dear friend, 
of the dangers and pitfalls in 
1952 if you try to travel without 
Christ. 

Therefore, I beseech you to re- 
pent of your sins and to beliéve 
on the Lord Jesus Christ. Get 
ready for eternity. Settle the mat- 
ter of your soul’s salvation. Con- 
tinue no longer in the way that 
leads to death, judgment, and 
Hell. Settle the matter now.

feed nor water their stock. “But 
let man and beast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily 
unto God: yea, let them turn every 
one from his evil way, and from 
the violence that is in their 
hands.” That was genuine repent- 
ance. It was brought about by 
warning concerning sin. God heard 
the cry of the people and repented 
of the evil that He had planned 
to do and did it not. That revival 
was brought about by plain 
preaching against sin and by re- 
pentance on the part of the guilty 
people. The revival under John the 
Baptist was a revival of deep con- 
viction of sin. All the people of 
Judea flocked out to the River 
Jordan to hear John the Baptist, 
“and were all baptized of him in 
Jordan, confessing their sins.”’ No- 
body could say when that revival 
campaign was over that “the con- 
verts did not hold out” or “those 
who professed salvation were not 
sincere.” For these people came 
honestly facing the fact of their 
sins, the ruin that threatened 
them, the wrath of God that hung 
over them. They honestly repented 
and turned to Christ. 


We are told that the people of 
Pentecost, as they heard the sharp 
preaching of Peter accusing them 
of the murder of Jesus and the 
deliberate choosing of evil, “were 
pricked in their heart” and when 
they wanted to know what to do, 
Peter said to them, “Repent” 
(Acts 2:38). It was the remission 
of sins that they wanted, and re- 
mission of sins they got when they 
honestly repented of their sins. To 
be sure, they trusted in Christ, 
but there is no genuine trusting 
in Christ that does not involve a 
heart-turning from sin. 

All the great soul winners of 
history have been men who de- 
nounced sin openly and boldly. 
Huss, Savonarola, and Wrycliife 
thundered against sin! Oh, the 
mighty preaching of Martin Luth- 
er against sin of every kind; 
against sin in the decadent Roman 
Church and against sin of the 
grosser kinds among the people! 
The Devil was so real to Martin 
Luther that once in his study Lw 
ther threw the ink pot at the 
Devil and for long years the stain 
on the wall remained to remind us 
that the leader in the Reformation 
was a preacher against sin, an op- 
ponent of the Devil, an outspoken 
prophet demanding righteousness 
and condemning evil. : 

John Wesley, his’' brother 
Charles, Whitefield, and a host of 
Methodist preachers who followed 
them went up and down England 
and in the American Colonies, 
preaching everywhere against sin 
and demanding repentance. I have 
never claimed to attain unto what 
John Wesley called “Christian per- 
fection,” but as God knows my 
heart, I believe in holy living. And 
that involves a holy hatred of sin, 
a day by day renouncing of sin. 
I do not believe that anyone this 
side of the rapture or of the grave 
becomes sinless and perfect, but I 
know every really real Christian 
ought to want to be sinless and 
ought to try to be. And the un- 
saved world knows that preachers 
ought to be against sin and ought 
to say”so. John Wesley was and 
he did say so. I have no doubt that 
England was saved from. the 
French Revolution by a revival 
that really preached righteousness 
and condemned sin and held up 
Christ as the hope for such guilty 
sinners who would repent. 

How Jonathan Edwards thun- 
dered against sin! His famous 
sermon, Sinners In The Hands Of 
An Angry God, was all on sin and 
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Hell and judgment. It is said that 
an elder of his church cried out, 
“But, Mr. Edwards, is there no 
mercy?” It is said that men held 
onto the pews to keep from falling 
into Hell, while he preached. Some 
five hundred souls repented and 
turned to God that day. But their 
salvation was not because of some 
nice, pious platitudes, some soft- 
spoken words about the love of 
God. They were moved to repent 
because of their consciousness of 
their guilt and because of the fear 
of Hell which they came to see 
was their just desert. 

Charles G. Finney won some 
250,000 souls in a few short years, 
most of them in New York state 
and in near-by areas. Within cer- 
tain limited areas the profound 
effect of the Finney revivals was 
more intense, more revolutionary 
than even the Moody revivals. And 
how did Charles C. Finney preach? 
Did he preach upon the love of 
God? Not often! Did he preach on 
grace? He believed in grace, but 
law comes before grace in the 
Bible, and so it came in Finney’s 
preaching. Did he give tender 
invitations? Perhaps toward the 
close of each campaign, certainly 
not in the first part of the serv- 
ices. In school hotises and small 
churches, usually, he preached, 
And the revival fires spread like a 
prairie conflagration before the 
wind! 

How did Finney preach? He 
tells us again and again in his 
autobiography. For example, note 
this passage: 

“That night I determined that 
I would cry aloud against the sins 
of the people and bring to bear the 
very fires of Hell as a final conse- 
quence of their rebellion. For al- 
most two hours I literally flailed 
the evil doers who sat before me. 
I called God to witness that the 
judgment was not far off for them. 
Concluding, I gave a few moments 
to the mercy of God but I.g@id 
that in a stern manner. I was 
determined that the people should 
for once stand face to face with 
the fact of sin and Hell. That night 
the meeting broke and I think I 
never experienced such a divine 
demonstration.” 


Oh, may God give us preachers 
who will preach like Charles G, 
Finney against sin. 

Finney preached against curs- 
ing, against drunkenness, against 
covetousness, against pride. He 
named sins. He preached on Sod- 
om and Gomorrah. He preached 
on Hell and judgment. He preached 
on the death of the wicked. He 
preached on the justice and wrath 
of God. Men fell unconscious in 
their seats, or became utterly 
helpless as they sobbed and prayed 
and would not leave the building. 
The conviction was so terrible in 
many services that Finney could 
preach no longer (After he had 
already preached perhaps an hour 
and twenty minutes or two hours 
on sin!). Finney’s revivals must be 
traced to a deep consciousness of 
sin brought about by the preach- 
ing of the Word of God on the 
sin matter, by a Spirit-filled 
preacher. Certainly God used the 
gospel of grace, but it does not 
take people long to be taught sal- 
vation by faith when they are 
deeply convicted of their sins. 


D. L. Moody preached against 
sin. He preached against the se- 
cret orders. He preached against 
drunkenness. He preached against 
what he called “Sabbath break- 
ing.” He preached on subjects like 
“Sowing And Reaping,” and gave 
illustration after illustration show- 
ing that a man’s sins would find 
him out, and that the wages of 
sin was still death. Moody was so 
direct, so sharp, so Scriptural in 
his preaching against sin, that he 
often offended certain kinds of 
people who heard him speak. He 
was just as direct and just as bold 
in his personal conversation. He 
preached the love of God, it is 
true. But everywhere he went he 
told how drink led to the poor- 
house, to a drunkard’s grave and 
to Hell. Everywhere he went he 
told how sin led to broken homes 
and broken hearts and eternal 
ruin. D. L. Moody exposed and 
hated ‘sin.

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against the dance, preached 
against the theater, preached 
against the lodges. Dr. Torrey 


preached a literal Hell, a place of 
eternal punishment for Christ- 
rejecting sinners. Oh, the revival 
that swept around the world under 
the marvelous preaching of this 
great Bible teacher-evangelist, R. 
A. Torrey! 

And Billy Sunday-—do you re- 
member his “Get on the Water 
Wagon” sermon against the liquor 
traffic? Everywhere Billy Sunday 
went some saloons were closed up, 
some saloon keepers were con- 
verted, and often the collective 
moral forces of the churches were 
united to vote out the saloons. 
Billy Sunday used slang. His 
words were sharp. His illustra- 
tions were pointed. He pulled off 
fhiis coat. He occasionally broke a 
chair to pieces, he dared the Devil. 
Sure, Billy Sunday was sensa- 
tional, if you mean that he hated 
sin and said so. He said so in the 
Janguage of the street. Common 
people understood what he said. 
His preaching against sin caused 
multiplied hundreds of thousands 
to repent and be saved. 


Billy Sunday was not a learned 
theologian. I think we might say 
that he was not even a brilliant 
orator. But he was a hard-hitting 
Bible preacher who was out and 
out against sin and for God. And 
that kind of preaching brought 
revivals. The same kind of preach- 
ing will bring revivals now. 


Great Bible preachers, great 
soul winners preach on such texts 
as “Be Sure Your Sins Will Find 
“The Wages of Sin Is 
Death,” “Be Not Deceived, God Is 
Wot Mocked, Whatsoever A Man 
Soweth That Shall He Also Reap,” 
“It Is Appointed Unto Man Once 
to Die and After That the Judg- 
ment,” “The Wicked Shall Be 
“Turned Into Hell,” and hundreds 
of other such texts. They are in 
the Bible. these solemn warnings 

gainst sin, and they ought to 

e preached. And _ Spirit-filled, 

onest preaching against sin, call- 
‘Ing men to repentance and to 
trust in Christ will bring revival 
mow as in any other age of the 
world. 

Every preacher should preach 
against sin because such preaching 
fs used of God to convict and save 
6inners. 

space does not permit here, but 
there is abundant proof that God’s 
people must confess and forsake 
their sins if they will have mercy. 
So says Proverbs 28:13. So says 
Zi Chronicles 7:14. And God's 
people will not forsake their sins 
tuntil their sins are called to their 
attention by Spirit-filled preachers 
using the Word of God. 

Bible preaching against sin is 
used of God to revive the saints 
and save sinners. 


Vi. Why Some Preachers Do 
Not Preach Against Sin 


Since it is so manifest that all 
Bible preachers preached against 
Sin, and since the command is so 
clear in the Word of God that 
preachers are to “reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine” (II Tim. 4:2), that 
preachers are to “cry aloud, spare 
not, lift up thy voice like a trum- 
pet. and shew my people their 
transgression” (Isa. 58:1), it seems 
¢trange that every preacher of the 
gospel does not obey the Scripture 
and rebuke sin. It seems strange 
that God’s pastors do not rebuke 
their people sharply as Titus was 
commanded to rebuke those at 
Crete (Titus 1:13), and as Timothy 
was commanded to rebuke the 
Saints at Ephesus (II Tim. 4:2; 
I Tim. 5:20). There are several 
reasons why preachers do not 
preach against sin. I shall name 
what seem to me to be the princi- 
pal reasons. 


1. Ultra-dispensational hobby- 
ésts think most of the Bible does 
not fit today, and this perverted 
doctrine excuses not preaching 
against sin. 

Ultra-dispensationalists believe 
that much of the gospels, includ- 
ing the ministry of John the Bap- 
tist, the sermon on the mount and 
other parts of Jesus’ ministry, 
along with some of the epistles,

were written for the Jews, not for 
the church. Some people think 
that John the Baptist, for example 
when he preached demanding re- 
pentance, was preaching a “king- 
dom gospel,” differing, they say 
from the gospel of salvation by 
grace, through faith. Some of 
them foolishly think that John the 
Baptist taught baptism as essen- 
tial to salvation. In their misguid- 
ed zeal, these hobby-riders some- 
times say that the Great Commis- 
sion was given only to Jews, say 
the Lord’s prayer is not for this 
age. They mark most of the Bible 
as obsolete as far as having 
authority directly for this age is 
concerned. Hence they are not 
moved by the example of most of 
the Bible preachers in preaching 
against sin. Hence, also, they do 
not feel any responsibility to 
preach on the Bible since they 
think much of it out of date and 
not fitting for the present age. 
This false cult of ultra-dispensa- 
tionalism has done much harm in 
some quarters. 


The truth is that John the Bap- 
tist was as much a preather of 
grace as was Paul. He preached, 
“He that believeth on the _ son 
hath everlasting life’ (John 3:36), 
exactly the same doctrine on Sal- 
vation as that preached by Jesus 
in the same chapter and by Paul 
everywhere he went. When John 
the Baptist commanded sinners to 
repent, he preached exactly the 
same gospel preached by Jesus in 
Luke 13:3, 5. And Jesus command- 
ed that “repentance and remission 
of sins should be preached in his 
name among all nations, beginning 
at Jerusalem” (Luke 24:47). Paul 
preached that “God hath com- 
manded all men everywhere to 
repent” (Acts 17:30). The ultra- 
dispensational theory is. really 
based on lack of thorough knowl- 
edge of the Word of God but it is 
the excuse of some people who 
throw away parts of the Bible and 
do not preach against sin. In view 
of the plain commands of the 
Scripture, it is a poor excuse. 


2. Some sincere preachers are 
unbalanced in doctrine, do not 
preach the whole Bible and so do 
not preach against sin. 


Some preachers are sound 
enougn in doctrine as far as they 
go, but they over-emphasize the 
doctrine of grace. It is well enough 
to preach on the love of God, but 
one can pervert even that blessed 
teaching and make God seem like 
a doting old grand-daddy with no 


pentance is to preach a lopsided 
gospel and is not properly repre- 
senting Christ and the Bible. 

To preach Heaven without 
preaching Hell is to preach a half 
truth which is dangerous and 
wrong. Never to preach on Hell is 
almost the same as preaching that 
there is no Hell. Oh, beloved 
preachers, come back to the whole 
Word of God as a basis for your 
preaching! “ALL scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable” for the preacher to use 
in rebuke, reproof, correction and 
instruction in righteousness (II 
Tim. 3:16). 


3. Some preachers are modern- 
istic, do not believe the Bible is 
the infallible, authoritative Word 
of God and so have no convic- 
tions on the sin question. 

Any preacher who does not have 
an authoritative Bible to preach, 
cannot speak with authority on 
anything. The modernist does not 
believe the moral code in the Bible 
is from God, hence he does. not 
preach it. He does not believe that 
the wages of sin is death, he does 
not believe that sin must come to 
judgment, so he has no warning 
against sin. He does not believe 
the warnings of the Bible are true, 
so he does not preach them. He 
does not believe in the Hell Jesus 
said awaits Christ-rejecting sin- 
ners. He does not fear that judg- 
ment when Christ Himself will be 
the Judge of sinners, because he 
does not believe what the Bible 
says about it. When any preacher 
loses his faith in the Word of 
God, his ministry has already 
come to shipwreck. To stay in the 


righteousness, no _ holiness, no 
wrath against sin. ) 
To preach faith without re- 


ministry then is hypocrisy un- 
speakable. To stand in the pulpit 
is a farce. To claim to be Christian 
is blasphemy if one does not be- 
lieve the Bible. Such a preacher 
has no salvation to promise to 
believers, has no damnation con- 
cerning which he should warn un- 
repentant sinners, 

So it boils down to this: many 
men do not preach what the 
Bible says about sin because they 
do not believe the Bible. Other 
men who believe the Bible, after a 
fashion, pattern their preaching 
after that of the modernists, and 
so do not preach against sin. 


Modernism is 
God, the God of 
Modernism is not 
sin, sin as it is identified in the 
Bible. That is why men who do 
not believe the Bible, do not 
preach against sin.

4. Preachers who are them- 
selves worldly and sinful in life, 
dare not preach against sin. 


In a Missouri city I preached in 
a good church on, “The Ruin of a 
Christian.” I read the story of Lot 
and showed the disastrous results 
of Lot’s worldliness and Lot’s 
powerlessness. Then I urged God's 
people to come out of Sodom, that 
is, to come out and be separate, 
to shun bad company, to leave 
woridliness. God’s Spirit moved the 
audience mightily and many Chris- 
tians, in the quiet time after the 
sermon, while we were bowed in 
prayer, indicated that they were 
ashamed of their worldly lives and 
would henceforth seek to be 
Spirit-filled Christians, separated 
unto the Lord, leaving off the 
worldly things that might ruin 
their children or blight their in- 
fluence or hinder their pravers. 

It was of genuine surprise to me 
when the pastor of the church 
expressed displeasure at the ser- 
mon. He said it was “nerve- 
racking.” He-said such Scriptures 


should never be read in the pul- 
pit, much less preached upon. As 
I waited on God, I -felt that He 
gave me the secret of the pastor’s 
opposition. So the next morning I 
asked the pastor frankly, “Pastor, 
after much prayer, I should like to 
ask you if you attend the picture 
shows.” He replied that he did 
attend picture shows. He thought 
pictures the greatest educational 
invention in the world, he saw no 
harm in going to a good picture. 
Naturally I replied that I well 
understood why he did not want 
me to preach, against sin in his 
pulpit. He himself was a worldly 
preacher, with worldly habits and 
companions. Since he was not 
against worldliness in his heart, he 
would not preach against it. Since 
he himself was guilty of some of 
the things the best people in his 
congregation regarded as serious 
sin, he did not preach against 
these things himself and was em- 
barrassed that other preachers did 
so. He was even embarrassed for 
Scriptures which show the ruin of 
compromising, world! y-minded 
powerless Christians, to be read in 
his pulpit. 

“Conscience makes cowards of 
us all,” and preachers who are not 
blameless in their own lives, do 
not preach boldly against sin. 


». Some preachers do not preach 


against sin because they are 
afraid. 

“The fear of man bringeth a 
snare” (Prov. 29:25). Preachers 


who are men-pleasers are not God- 
pleasers. It is sadly true that all 
over the country there are preach- 
ers who have convictions but dare 
not express them clearly. They 
are against sin but they tremble 
to say so. Some preachers preach 
strong and clear on God’s mercy 
and love, but how timidly and 
hesitantly they mention the judg- 
ment of God on sin! Some preach- 
ers do not preach like John the 
Baptist because they do not want 


to get into trouble. They, too, feel 
that Herod was wrong in living 
with his sister-in-law, Herodias, 
but they do not want their heads 
cut off as John the Baptist had 
his cut off. Jeremiah got put in a 
dunreon for plain preaching 
against sin. Stephen was stoned to 
death. The Apostle Paul landed 
in jail many times. He got beaten 
up again and again for his plain 
preaching! He had to skip out of 
Damascus by night, let down 
through a window in the city wall, 
in a basket! He was stoned and 
left for dead, he fought the wild 
beasts at Ephesus, and Paul's 
ankles and wrists bore callouses 
made by the year-long wearing of 
chains. His body had many scars, 
And primarily Paul suffered be« 
cause he demanded repentance 
everywhere he went. He denounced 
sin. He preached unpleasant truth 
as well as pleasant truth. One 
reason many preachers do not 
preach like Paul is that they arg 
not willing to suffer like Paul did, 


When Jesus denounced the 
Pharisees, they planned then to 
kill Him! But is the disciple great- 
er than his Lord? Jesus said, “If 
the world hate you, ye know that 
it hated me before it hated you” 
(John 15:18). If I were enough 
like Jesus, people would hate me 
as they hated Him. If preachers 
preached as Jesus preached, surely 
they would arouse the enmity of 
Satan and Satan’s men just as 
Jesus did. Oh, preacher, 


Must Jesus bear the cross alone 
And all the world go free? 

No, there’s a cross for everyone, 
And there’s a cross for me.
